_The sermon by the minister, Dr. E. Victor 
Bigelow had as its theme “Saving a Nation” 
and he chose as his text John 11:50, “It is 
expedient for you that one man should die 
for the people and that the whole nation 
perish not.” 

Dr. Bigelow spoke as follows: 


John 11:50: “It is expedient for you that 
one man should die for the people, and that 
the whole nation perish not.” 

T have first to offer an apology for the use 
of this text; for it was first uttered as the 
most blasphemous bit of hypocrisy that ever 
emanated from a court of justice. It was 
spoken by Caiaphas, the high priest of the 
Supreme Court of the Hebrew nation when 
that court was in the process of finding out 
what criminal charge they might lay upon 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

When it became evident that they could 
find no capital crime with which to 
him, then Caiaphas, in a burst of pretended 
shoei oe WS know nothing at 
all; can’t you see that it is lent for 
that one man should die pig gente aa 
that the whole nation perish not?” 

_ To save the nation by the death of an 

Innocent man was nothing else than a dia- 

bolical pretense, It was not for the saving 

of their nation that they were bent upon 
executing Jesus of Nazareth, but it was to 
save their own faces, to save their own jobs, 
to save their own personal prestige, The 
danger that the Romans would come and 
take away their place and nation, was a mere 

“bug’a-boo”; but they used this high- 

sounding slogan of patriotism: “It is ex- 

pedient that one man should die for the 
people, and that the whole nation perish not.” 

Many a poor soldier upon the battle- 
field has consoled himself by the thought that 
his death is contributing its bit to the saving 
of his beloved nation. Moreover there is no 
other justification for the horrible arbitra- 
ment of war, except that it may save a nation. 
It is the most sacred appeal by which men 
may be induced to leave their homes and 
their loved ones, and to take up the savage 
implements of wholesale murder; — to save 
the nation! 

, The hypocritical patriotism of Caiaphas as 

it was quoted in the Gospel, was cherished in 

memory by the followers of Jesus as a bit of 
devout satire; for although Caiaphas and the 

Sanhedrin were merely pretending to be 

patriotic, the death of that innocent man was 

really destined to be the salvation of their 
nation in a larger and a holier way than ever 
they could have intended.

How to Get Rid of Dandelions 


Dandelions may be very useful in the way 
of furnishing greens for our tables and for 
other purposes, but they certainly make a 
nice green lawn unattractive, 

To eradicate dandelions from the lawn, 
L. S. Dickinson, from Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College, recommends the use of iron 
sulphate which may be purchased at any 
drug store. 

Dissolve one and a half pounds of the sul- 
phate in one gallon of water, applying the 
mixture with a small pressure pump to obtain 
a fine spray, at the rate of one gallon to 75 to 
100 square feet of ground, Do not be alarmed 
declares Mr. Dickinson, at the black spots on 
the grass caused by this chemical for the 
will soon disappear and the grass will not be 
injured.

“Father Endeavor” Clark 


After a devoted, earnest, and wonderfully 
fruitful life of seventy-five years, eight 
months, and fourteen days, the founder of 
Christian Endeavor societies, Dr. Francis E. 
Clark, died in Newton, Mass., on May 26 
His death will be mourned in literally all 
parts of the globe, in every land, by people 
of all races and tongues. His life-work estab- 
lished a permanent religious institution, the 
young people’s society, which has trained and 
is training many millions of young people and 
rendering them vastly more serviceable to 
Christ and the church. The idea which Dr. 
Clark developed and vitalized in his church 
in Portland, Me., in 1881, and which he has 
pressed upon the churches with apostolic zeal 
through the nearly half a century since, has 
quickened the churches, furnished them with 
enthusiastic leaders, stimulated missionary 
activity, broadened fellowship, intensified 
civic ardor, deepened consecration, inspired 
evangelism, and brought into the church 
everywhere the happy spirit of youth. All 
of this Dr. Clark was permitted to see and 
to rejoice in abundantly before he passed 
away. 

Probably no person in all the world has 
been so widely Faievedt as Dr. Clark. His 
name is a householti word throughout all con- 
tinents. The sincerity of the man, his mod- 
esty and humility, his friendliness and good 
cheer, his love for the Master and for all of 
Christ’s children, endeared him wherever he 
went. He never failed to arouse his great 
audiences to white-hot zeal. All the millions 
of Christian Endeavorers gave him a personal 
devotion such as few religious leaders in the 
world’s history have been able to gain. 

A very quiet and unassuming man, Dr. 
Clark possessed all the powers of leadership 
which fre was so eager to implant in the lives 
of young Christians. Following his example. 
the world-encircling organization which he 
established has never known a single strife for 
precedence. ‘The Endeavorers have been 
ready to conduct great enterprises and keep 
in the background while doing so. That was 
the spirit of Dr. Clark. 

Another factor in Dr. Clark’s success was 
his persevering devotion to one purpose. He 
was deeply interested in many important 
matters, but never swerved from the cause 
of the youth of the world. Dr. Clark cold 
have done many things in addition to his 
work in and for young people’s societies. He 
was a very efficient preacher and chutch 
organizer and a deeply loved pastor; the 
largest churches of his denomination were 
open to him. He was a master of graceful, 
vigorous, and charming English, and wrote 
thirty-six books — volumes of travel, Bible 
studies, essays, and books concerning Chris- 
tian Endeavor. He was one of the great 
travellers of the world, circumnavigating the 
globe five times, and in addition making 
many journeys to the epperase continents — 
all of them. He was called to numerous im- 
portant fields of labor, but he thrust aside all 
these honorable and lucrative opportunities 
and held his course true to its original direc- 
tion, the establishment of the young in ways 
of Christian consecration and usefulness. 
“This one thing I do,” said Dr. Clark, and 
few men that have ever lived have so man- 
fully carried out that motto. 

It is interesting and instructive to note 
how completely through these forty-six years 
the Christian Endeavor societies have held 
to the fundamental principles on which Dr. 
Clark founded them. ‘The first of these is 
definite commitment to ideals, to standards, 
which is called the Christian Endeavor 
pledge; though no fixed form is required, and 
each society is free to formulate its own 
pledge or statement of purpose. The second 
of these is the principle of individual respon- 
sibility. Every member of a Christian En- 
deavor society is expected to make his con- 
tribution to every meeting, and do his part 
in all the work of the society, and this expec- 
tation has been marvellously successful in 
developing personalities and the spirit of 
co-operation, ‘ Everybody is wiser than any- 
body” is a Christian Endeavor saying. A 
third principle has been the cultivation of the 

rivate devotional life — daily prayer and 
3ible-reading, and the reading of devotional 
books. Dr, Clark was a very busy man, but 
he always found time for the Quiet Hour 
with God, he delighted in family prayer. 
He was a man of God, and Pata His 
way of life to all by the refreshment he found 
in it and brought from it to others. All of 
this was carried out in the societies by a 
splendidly complete system of committees, of 
officers, and of organizations. No business in 
all the world is better planned and conducted 
than “the King’s business” in the hands of 
the young people's societies of Christian 
Endeayor. 

One of the most beautiful sides of Dr. Clark 
was seen in his home — that place where so 
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Looking Back Twenty-five Years 
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Mrs. Xury T. Wood for the Ladies’ Aid 
society, Colver J. Stone for the Christian 
Endeavor society and Perley F. Gilbert for 
the Sunday school. 

The second meeting in the interest of the 
movement by the Free church to secure a new 
church in a more central location was held at 
the vestry last Monday evening. Thirty- 
seven more pledges were received amounting 
to $2763, making the total of the money thus 
far in signed pledges $5583. Besides several 
hundred dollars have been promised by the 
Whatsoever society and Ladies’ Benevolent 
society and by several individuals who have 
not yet sent in their pledges. These will 
bring the amount to about $7,000. 

A translation of “Les Romanesques” by 
Edmond Rostand was put upon the stage on 
Tuesday night by the Seniors of Abbot 
academy and while the attempt may have 
seemed presumptuous for young amateurs, 
the result was both charming and pleasing. 

The third field day at Abbot proved to be 
the most interesting yet held at the school. 
From the hoop-rolling through the tennis 
tournament the excitement kept up. The 
baseball contest was the turning point; and 
in that and in the singing for the different 
classes, the whole school was absorbed. 

On Monday afternoon, Dr. Charles E. 
Abbott announced that there were several 
cases of smallpox in town. Two children of 
William H. Welch, the plumber, who lives on 
Summer street, have the disease, while Miss 
Kate Maroney, daughter of John Maroney of 
North Main street is a victim. The board of 
health have issued a general compulsory 
vaccination order and have announced that 
residents may be vaccinated free by Dr. J. A. 
Leitch on Main street and Dr. Charles H. 
Shattuck, Ballardvale. The report of the 
smallpox in town caused some consternation 
in the various mills and several people who 
had come in contact with those who were 
thought might have have the smallpox were 
sent home. Many girls at the Tyer Rubber 
company were vaccinated.

many great religious leaders grow careless 


and fail. The Clark home life has always 
been one of ideal beauty and charm. With 
his noble wife and with their fine family of 


children and grandchildren, Dr. Clark has 


been a boon companion, eager for all sorts of 
fun, while at the same time he was the revered 
Fee of the little flock. For wit and spright- 
iness, for solid intellectual worth, for far- 
reaching helpfulness, for abounding hospital- 
ity, for true affection, and for sincere and un- 
obtrusive piety, the family life of Dr. and 
Mrs. Clark would serve as a model of what a 
Christian household might and should be. 

One of the marked characteristics of Dr. 
Clark was his fondness for outdoor life. He 
always, when he could, spent his summer by 
the sea, at first in Maine and of recent years 
at Sagamore Beach, Mass. Even in his old 
age he was always among the very last to 
“go in swimming” as cold weather ap- 
proached and among the first to begin again 
in the spring. He rejoiced in outdoor games, 
in “hiking” and the like. His first book, 
“Qur Vacations,” was an account of a camp- 
ing trip in the White Mountains taken b. fore 
that region had become in any degree fash- 
ionable tourist ground. He was happiest 
when on his little farm on Cape Cod, with its 
two-century-old farmhouse, its quaint fur- 
nishings, and its walls crowded with Christian 
Endeavor mementoes from many lands. 
There he rejoiced to gather his friends and 
large parties of Christian Endeavor pilgrims, 
and was at his very best when conducting 
outdoor services on “ Pine Ridge.” 

Dr. Clark did not enter into the theological 
controversies of the times and was deeply 
grieved by them. The ranks of Christian 
Endeavor counsellors have always contained 
men and women of all phases of belief, but in 
all the vast Christian Endeavor gatherings 
there has never, it is safe to say, been a single 
doctrinal controversy. Dr. Clark has always 
held that when Christians work earnestly 
together for a cause that is near to Christ’s 
heart, they have neither time nor desire for 
disputes, and the history of nearly five har- 
monious decades in an organization made up 
of fully eighty different denominations amply 
justifies his faith. 

The founder of Christian Endeavor so- 
cieties was singularly indifferent to the 
precise form those societies might take. At 
various times he proposed numerous com- 
mittees and subordinate organizations, but 
only as means of setting the young people at 
work for Christ, only as methods for the 
time; and if the methods grew stale or the 
times changed, he changed as swiftly as the 
times, forgot the old methods, and invented 
new ones. He knew that the good is the 
enemy of the best, and that new occasions 
teach new duties. He was jealous for the 
essentials. He was vigorously opposed to any 
plan that took from the young their oppor- 
tunities for initiative, for the direction of 
their own affairs, for their training in service 
and their individual development; but if 
these ends were gained, he cared not how they 
were gained. 5 

This remarkable leader drew to himself a 
great host of young leaders and made them 
his trusted associates. A splendid set of 
them are now hard at work at the Boston 
headquarters of Christian Endeavor, young 
men and young women who would make the 
success of any movement. A product of 
Christian Endeavor from early youth is Dr. 
Clark’s successor in the presidency of Chris- 
tian Endeavor societies — Rey, Daniel A. 
Poling, D.D., Litt.D., LL.D. Though still a 
young man, Dr. Poling is pastor of the oldest 
Protestant church in America, the large, 
wealthy, and influential Marble Collegiate 
Church on Fifth Avenue, New York City.

Dr. Clark was an ardent patriot, pro- 
foundly interested in many national causes, 
such as prohibition and the welfare of the 
immigrants, but his every instinct, as well as 
his rich experiences in all countries, made 
him a cosmopolitan. With Christian En- 
deayor children in every land, Dr Clark 
hated war with a perfect hatred, and much of 
his later years was devoted to intense labors 
in the cane of world peace, - oe 

Indeed, as the years go on, we are like 
think of Dr. Clark quite as muc hin Hikely. to 
of an apostle of peace as in the light of the 
founder and advocate of Christian Endeavor.

All of these mot- 
toes, which were gladly adopted by the 
Endeavorers, came right out of Dr. Clark’s 
life. He took Christ sincerely as his Master 
and knew all men as his brethren. He liv

And he humbly sought to be a friend of 
Christ’s by way of the path of obedience. 
Thus living and loving and serving, “Father 
Endeavor” Clark blessed his generation and 
all generations to come. What glorious 
service must be his in the Courts of Heaven!

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tion is stimulated, merchandise is pro- 
duced more easily and more people enjoy 
it; new desires create new jobs and more 
prosperity. The encouragement of the 
production of merchandise in all its 
forms is the basis of a nation’s prosperity 
and progress. It is its life. 


So that one would think, naturally, 
that a wise nation and an intelligent 
people would demand that every en- 
couragement be given to the produc- 
tion of merchandise. And yet we put 
the penalty of higher taxes on the very 
enterprises that make more jobs, employ 
more men, and increase the purchasing 
power of the country. We fine the 
owner of sheep-killing dogs; we fine the 
man-who is a public nuisance; we fine 
the man who allows his tenement to be 
a menace to health and life; and we do 
all this, properly enough, in order to 
keep down the number of these nui- 
sances. 


And we fine the man who builds better 
and safer houses! And we fine the man 
who increases the manufacturing busi- 
ness of the nation, and increases the 
amount of wages that he pays, and who 
adds to the wealth and purchasing 
power of the country! We fine them by 
higher taxes. Are these men nuisances, 
too? If not, why should they be treated 
as such? 

It is time to stop and think — that is, 
if we want our prosperity to continue 
—and do some scientific thinking on 
tax matters and the actual destructive- 
ness of cur tax laws. 

Our tax laws are nothing but an 
evolution of the ignorance of the historic 
past. They are not based upon scientific 
principles. Originally taxes were noth- 
ing but tribute, or plunder, exacted 
from a conquered people; and their 
collection was farmed out to tax- 
gatherers who extorted as they chose 
so long as they turned in to the central 
government a fair share of the plunder. 

Then, in feudal times, the king re- 
ceived tribute, or taxes, from the feudal 
barons, who, in turn, exacted tribute 
from the people directly under them. 
But here was really a much higher plane, 
for the king gave a service in return — 
the service of a common protection to 
his barons. The barons, in their turn, 
gave the service of protection and secu- 
rity to those directly under them. This 
was not so bad, in principle, for it had in 
it the sound principle of taxes to the 
government in return from definite 
service rendered, 

But then came the muddled thinking. 
Just because these taxes were collected 
from the rich — barons or merchants or 
farmers — so the idea developed that 


Legislating Business Out of the 
State 


A few days ago an inspector from the 
State Department of Labor and In- 
dustries visited the retail stores in 
Andover to check up on the observance 
of the minimum wage law for women 
employees. This law is another example 
of the kind of legislation which makes 
it hard for certain New England States 
to retain their business leadership. 
Minimum wage, minimum hour or 
minimum age and similar laws are 
praiseworthy enough in so far as they 
aim to raise the standard of living. But 
when they hamper the business in the 
States where they become effective, they 
in reality tend to injure the employees 
they seek to help. 

The explanation is simple enough. If 
these laws applied equally in all States, 
there would be no cause for complaint. 
But when a manufacturer under such 
laws has to compete in the national 
market with producers without such 
limitations, or where they exist to a 
lesser degree, the former is at an obvious 
disadvantage. There is also an indirect 
cost of increased taxation due to the 
necessity of enforcing such laws. This 
State dictates our business policies in 
such a way as to drive it to parts of the 
country that are less concerned with 
raising the standard of living by estab- 
lishing legal limits. 

And this is not all. Taxes still remain 
a most exacting burden. That they are 
often unjust as well as heavy is pointed 
out in the following article from the 
Dearborn Independent entitled “A Plea 
for Scientific Taxation.” 

In the rural court the justice looked 
down on the culprit. 

“Fifteen dollars’ fine for having a dog 
without a license,” he said. ‘Might be 
a sheep-killer,” he added. 

In a court in a big city in the same 
State a police officer stated the charge. 
The court nodded. 

“ Drunk and disorderly and fighting in 
the car?” he asked. ‘Fifteen dollars’ 
fine — maybe you'll learn not to be a 
nuisance next time.” 

The line of prisoners moved up. A 
shabby owner of a tenement house 
looked up at the judge. 

“Violation of the building code — 
fire escapes unrepaired endangering life 
of tenants; plumbing a menace to 
health. Fifteen dollars’ fine.” 

In that same up-State county the 
board of tax assessors was in meeting to 
hear protests and valuations.

It cost you anyway $3,000 and all we're 
doing is raising your assessment so your 
tax is $15 more. That $15 extra will 
have to stand. Next!” 

A young man stepped forward, “ Your 
Honor,” he said with embarrassment, 
“T bought a lot when I got engaged; it 
wasn’t anything but weeds and tin cans. 
Then I got married and we built a house 
on it. It cost $7,500. I am paying 
interest on the mortgage and paying off 
the principal. It’s not easy sledding. 
My tax bill of $187.50 is pretty stiff. 
Most people think it looks better than 
it did with the tin cans and weeds there.

the idea became crystallized that taxes 
should be paid out of merchandise and 
goods! And the sound principle that 
taxes are merely a payment from indi- 
viduals to the government in return for 
services rendered by the government to 
the people dropped out of sight. 

Thus we evolved into our present 
condition where we apply the same 
principle of penalty taxation to the 
nuisance that we do to the things that 
benefit the nation and are its source of 
prosperity. 

As one studies the development of 
government since the Middle Ages, one 
sound underlying principle is noted — 
and it has been forgotten or snowed 
under. It is the principle that taxation 
rests on services rendered by the central 
gevernment in whom the taxing power 
properly resides. 

These governmental services — secu- 
rity, good roads, schools, police, fire 
protection, courts of justice and the 
whole mechanism by which a commu- 
nity is administered — are the services 
which the people must support and pay 
for in the form of taxes.

We fine men who are nuisances 
or maintain nuisances in order to lessen 
the number of nuisances. And we fine 


business and 
plentiful! 

Or, take the business man who built 
the new wing to his factory and added 
a hundred new men to the payroll — 
with money to be spent in that com- 
munity. We fine him, too! Could any- 
thing in taxation be more unscientific? 

These men have added new values to 
the community. They have helped 
make business better —not only for 
their own community but for the entire 
nation. These are the men whe are 
making the United States what it is. 
They are progressive, forward-looking, 
energetic citizens whom upon the wealth 
and prosperity of the country depend. 
And we raise their taxes, make them pay 
stiffer fines for the benefits they create. 

Of course, the business man adds the 
taxes to his price. The price is higher 
and fewer goods are sold on that accounts 
Fewer goods require fewer men to make 
them. Fewer men earning wages make 
less money to spend in buying goods in 
all other lines. 

In other words, our present unscien- 
tific and actually destructive tax meth- 
ods destroy each year a large part of the 
purchasing power of every city and every 
State throughout the nation. And it is 
upon this purchasing power that the 
prosperity of our country depends. 

If you think that there is only a 
trifling figure involved just take New 
York State, for example, where, on our 
present unscientific methods, the tax 
valuation is over sixteen billion dollars. 
With a tax rate of two per cent this 
means our unscientific taxes for that one 
State are over $320,000,000 a year. 
Naturally, tax dodging, methods of favo- 
ritism and various other causes reduce 
the actual amount, but taxes actually 
collected for that year amounted to 
$133,500,000. Some of the tax, of 
course, was collected from the mere 
value of unimproved lands; but most of 
it was collected from the improvements 
of the land — in other words, upon the 
very things we should encourage and not 
fine, as if they were a nuisance. 

No State can afford to fine its indus- 
tries with taxation by from $25,000,000 
to $75,000,000 or more a year and not 
seriously affect its purchasing power and 
business interests. 

Observe, on the other hand, what our 
unscientific tax laws do to the man who 
owns land — either farm land or city 
land — and does nothing at all with it, 
who lets it run to weeds and scrub or 
tin cans and rubbish. He pays the low- 
est taxes! The man who does nothing to 
increase the business and prosperity of 
the community or the nation, who builds 
no house or plant, who stimulates no 
industry by purchasing its manufactures 
for use upon his property — this slacker 
in our national business life is rewarded 
by being charged the lowest taxes just 
so long as he does nothing to stimulate 
business and manufacture! 

Is that unscientific? 

The step to scientific taxation is 
simple. Let the taxes or fines be gradu- 
ally abolished on the improvements — 
houses’ buildings, machinery, herds, 
orchards, crops and all the constructed 
values that go upon the land and that 
create business and prosperity — and 
placed instead upon the value of the 
land itself. Not upon the amount of the 
land, but solely upon its value whether 
a city lot of high value or a farm, the 
value of which was made by the farmer’s 
labor upon its raw, unfenced, undrained 
and bush-grown acres. Exempt the 
labor values. The foundation of prosper- 
ity is production.

“Premising, that so important a 
change should not be made abruptly, 
I favor the gradual reduction, so far 
as possible, of the tax burden on in- 
dustry and labor and taking instead 
the economic rent of the bare land.” 

This is scientific taxation.

Protect Yourself Against Typhoid 


“Every person drinking from a roadside 
stream or spring or taking raw uncertified 
milk is running a chance of getting typhoid” 
warns Dr. Merrill Champion of the State 
Department of Public Health, 

“Spring and summer are the seasons for 
motoring and each year we are faced with the 
danger of typhoid. The disease may be con- 
tracted by drinking polluted water, eating 
raw foods that have been exposed to flies dr 
careless handling. 

To play safe all motorists, travellers and 
campers are urged to use only such water as 
comes from the city or town supplies. Carry 
it with you. If too far from the regular 
supply, water from a nearby brook or well 
may be used if it is boiled. 

Drink only pasteurized or certified milk, 

Avoid raw food if there is any question of 
its source or possibility of unclean handling. 

The only sure way of dodging the menace 
of the typhoid carrier is to be vaccinated 
against typhoid. Everyone who eats away 
from home runs the risk of coming into 
contact with the typhoid carrier, The only 
people who are immune to this disease are 
those who have already had the disease. 
All others should be vaccinated, This vac- 
cination consists of three inoculations. 
This gives one a reasonable protection for a 
period of two or three years but all persons 
travelling a great deal who are likely to be 
exposed frequently should have this inocula- 
tion repeated each year.”

Frog Fallacies 


An old natural history problem has once 
more cropped up, and unless a word or two 
of advice are given the same old, queer 
beliefs will persist, and frogs and toads will 
still be looked upon with suspicion as un- 
canny creatures. 

The problem is: can a frog or a toad live 
embedded ia a rock? Two men working on 
the rocks near Barmouth have found a live 
frog inside the solid rock, and it is believed 
that it must have been there for years. 

Toads and frogs are often found imprisoned 
inside lumps of coal and rock, so it is not sur- 
prising that people marvel at the apparent 
endurance possessed by these reptiles. Yet 
the phenomenon has a prosaic explanation. 
When the creatures were little they must 
have crept through some crevice into a hole, 
and there existing on insects, they have 
grown larger. So long as they can get a 
little air and a few insects, they can live as 
long as ordiaary frogs, so that there is nothing 
marvelous. 

Dean Buckland is authority for the state- 
ment that frogs die in less than a year if they 
are deprived of air and food, and that they 
cannot live more than two years without food, 
even if given plenty of air, so that the old 
belief that they can live for centuries en- 
tombed in a solid rock is a fallacy. There 
must always be an airhole and a means for 
insects to crawl in, for the frog or toad to 
live many months. 

Another common error is that a frog has no 
ears and so is deaf. This belief is due to the 
absence of external ears, but it must be re- 
membered that what we call ears are only 
flaps of skin arranged to catch sounds. The 
real hearing is done inside the head, and 


have inside their heads not only ordinary 
ears, but also a middle ear, and so their power 
of hearing is very acute. 

Occasionally there appears a report of a 
mysterious rain of frogs, and superstitious 
pens attribute the epidemic to an act of 

rovidence. But there has never been a well- 
authenticated frog-storm. What has ha 
pened has been that after a shower, or early 
in the moming, the ground has seemed to be 
alive with frogs, and so it is assumed that 
they have dropped from the clouds. 

The truth is that the dampness of the air 
has brought the creatures from their hiding- 
places in and on the earth, and while a sudden 
whirlwind might possibly lift little frogs high 
in the air and drop them a long way off, usu- 
ally the frog-storm has a prosaic explanation. 

What of “the toad, ugly and venomous,” 
that “wears yeta precious jewel in his head’’? 
There is no such thing, but our forefathers 
firmly believed that the toadstone was an 
antidote to poison. An old medical book 
says: ‘You shall know whether the Tode- 
stone be the ryght and perfect stone or not 
for poison. Holde the stone before a Tode so 
that he may see it; and if it be a ryght and 
true stone, the Tode will leap towarde it, and 
make as though he would snatch it.” The 
belief in this magical gem arose from the 
peculiar brightness of the toad’s eye, and is 
no Sup than ts ridiculous idea that when 
annoyed the toad can spit fire. — by Cha 
H. Lea in “Our Dumb Knimals,” by, GHA

Claims Installation of Ice Box Causes 
Alcoholic Breath 


Claiming that the odor of alcohol on his 
breath, testified to by four witnesses, was 
caused by sucking through a rubber tube the 
alcohol which he was using as a refrigerative 
fluid to install an ice box, William A. Stevens 
of 3 Gilmore street, Stoneham, pleaded not 
guilty of a charge to driving a motor vehicle 
while under the influence of liquor, at a 
hearing held before Judge Stone in Andover 
police court yesterday. 

On Monday evening, May 16, the car 
Stevens was driving was in a rear-end col- 
lision with that of Charles Custeau of 43 
Pleasant street, Haverhill, while it was 
parked at the side of the Reading road near 
the Elite filling station and both cars were 
damaged. 

According to the testimony of Chief of 
Police Frank M. Smith, Motorcycle Officer 
Gillespie, Officer MacLaren and Mr. Custeau, 
the defendant was unable “to walk the white 
line” on the state road immediately after the 
accident; he had every appearance of being 
under the influence of liquor and there was 
an odor of liquor on his breath. Chief Smith 
also testified that Stevens himself said that he 
was drunk. He further produced a record of 
Stevens’ arrest and conviction for a similar 
offence in Malden court in December of 1924. 

Mr. Stevens told a long story about in- 
stalling a refrigerator on the Monday after- 
noon in question in a house at Medford 
Hillside, and explained that the alcohol 
which he “used as a brine” had to be 
siphoned from gallon cans into the refriger- 
ator and that he sucked it through a tube. 
Not only did he siphon it into the refriger- 
ator, but after it was in, he found it necessary 
to take it out again and he thought the odor 
must have clung to him. He testified that 
injuries to his head and nervousness after 
the accident rendered him unable to walk 
straight. He stated he had a wife and four 
children. 

Rayford Young of 54 Marble street, 
Stoneham, who was riding with Stevens in 
the automobile at the time of the accident 
testified that he had been with the defendant 
since noon of the day in question and that 
he did not know of his having taken a drink 
of alcoholic beverage, nor had he heard him 
say he was drunk. 

After hearing the evidence, Judge Stone 
found Stevens guilty and sentenced him to 
one month in the House of Correction. He 
appealed his case and bail amounting to 
$100 was furnished by a friend. 

Arthur Miller of 83 Exchange street, 
Lawrence, charged with fishing on the Lord’s 
Day and of trespass was found guilty on 
both counts. The case having to do with 
the first count was placed on file, and on the 
second, he was fined $10.00, He also ap- 
pealed his case and will appear in Superior 
Court in September. 

Chief Smith told of the arrest of Miller 
while fishing Sunday morning in a small pond 
on the grounds of the Andover Country 
club, The pond is posted with conspicuous 
signs forbidding both trespassing and fishing 

Mr. Miller claimed that as the pond had, 
been stocked by the State, he had a right to 
fish there. 

According to Gamewarden Larkin, the 
pond was stocked without the consent of the 
owners and that the landowners, therefore 
had a right to forbid the public either to fish 
or trespass
